Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  first  of  two  stories 
dealing  with  the  mounting  problem  of  drugs  in 
Utah  Valley.  They  are  the  result  of  more  than 
two  months  of  intensive  investigation.  Contacts 
with  drug  dealers  were  made  through  a former 
drug  user,  but  no  BYU  student  is  quoted  in 
either  story. 

They  call  it  “crystal.”  To  the  world,  it’s 
heroin,  and  it  is  coming  into  Utah  Valley 
in  increasing  amounts. 

Between  500  and  700  persons  in  Provo,  v 
Orem  and  Springville  are  currently 
“chipping”  (experimenting)  with  crystal, 
and  an  additional  50  to  100  are  addicts, 
according  to  a Springville-based  dealer. 

He  tied  the  recent  increase  in  the  use  of 
both  heroin  and  cocaine  directly  to 
arrests  made  in  New  Mexico  earlier  this 
spring. 


New  Mexico  authorities,  he  said, 
cracked  down  on  the  labs  there  which 
were  producing  “speed”  (drugs  in  the 
amphetamine  group)  for  sale  in  Utah. 
When  the  production  was  stopped,  the 
price  of  speed  shot  up.  So  the  “speed 
freaks”  have  turned  to  substitutes.  Chief 
among  these  are  heroin  and  cocaine. 

The  same  dealer  reported  that  a “large 
shipment”  of  heroin  was  delivered  into 
the  valley  about  October  1 . 

Another  dealer,  who  belongs  to  a 
three-sided  partnership  that  receives 
supplies  from  San  Francisco  via  Salt  Lake 
City,  said  he  was  skeptical  at  first  about 
heroin  sales  in  the  valley.  But  his  attitude 
changed  quickly. 

“I  couldn’t  believe  how  quick  it  went,” 
he  said.  “One  second  I had  it  in  my 


hands;  the  next,  it  was  in  somebody’s 
arm.” 

THE  FACE  of  the  valley’s  drug  culture 
has  changed  over  recent  years,  according 
to  local  police  officials.  Where  the  cult 
was  once  almost  a fraternal  organization 
with  friends  sharing  what  they  had,  it  is 
now  a deadly  and  serious  business 

One  high-ranking  official  said  his  office 
has  recently  arrested  several  suspects  who 
were  carrying  guns  when  they  were 
picked  up.  Not  too  long  ago,  reports  this 
officer,  the  idea  of  a drug  offender  in  this 
area  carrying  a firearm  was  unheard-of. 

Another  departure  from  the  norms  of 
the  Utah  Valley  drug  culture  is  the  very 
advent  of  heroin  and  cocaine.  One  official 
points  to  a large  influx  of  cocaine,  but  his

Court  reverses  committee  decision 


The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  has 
reversed  a committee  ruling  made  in 
September  which  penalized  Program 
Bureau  from  sponsoring  queen  candidates 
for  the  rest  of  this  year  and  including 
Homecoming  73. 

Chief  Justice  Wilford  Anderson,  who 
delivered  the  Court’s  opinion,  said  the 
question  is  not  one  of  where  the  guilt  lies, 
but  “the  case  in  point  is  whether  Program 
Bureau  is  innocent.”  The  Court  ruled  for 
Program  Bureau’s  innocence. 

Program  Bureau,  which  handles  all  off 
campus  performances  by  entertaining 
groups  and  individuals,  sponsored  seven 
or  eight  candidates  for  this  year’s 
Homecoming  queen.  It  was  penalized 
when  handbills  asking  Indian  students  to 
support  Ruth  Ann  Brown,  one  of  the 
Bureau’s  candidates,  appeared  on  campus, 
one  in  particular  being  posted  near 
Homecoming  voting  booths  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

The  investigating  committee,  composed 
of  Mark  Meyers,  chairman  of 
Homecoming,  Anthony  Antonelli, 
ASBYU  Social  vice  president,  and  student 
government  faculty  advisers,  exonerated 


Ruth  Ann  Brown,  but,  in  penalizing  her 
sponsor,  held  that  Program  Bureau  should 
have  made  all  its  1,000  or  so  members 
aware  of  rules  which  prohibited 
campaigning  by  either  the  candidate  or 
her  sponsor.  One  of  four  persons  from 
the  Indian,  Education  Dept,  who 
published  the  handbills  was  a member  of 
a Program  Bureau  group. 

The  handbills,  however,  were  prepared 
for  distribution  only  among  Indian 
students,  and  this  was  not  an  infraction

Kissinger’s  secret  contacts  with  Hanoi 
led  to  a breakthrough  last  Oct.  8,  when 
Hanoi  for  the  first  time  agreed  to  separate 
the  military  issues  of  a cease-fire  and 
release  of  prisoners  from  the  political 
issues  of  South  Vietnam’s  future 
government.

Chess  club  to  travel 


New  instrument 
topic  of  seminar 


Dr.  Melville  Clark,  Jr.  will 
deliver  a seminar  to  the  Society  of 
Physics  Students,  entitled, 
■'Keyboard  Simulation  of 
Orchestral  Instrument  Tones” 
Nov.  22  at  4 p.m.  in  the  Madson 
Recital  Hall  of  the  HFAC. 

Dr.  Clark  will  discuss  a new 
keyboard  instrument  capable  of 
reproducing  many  orchestral 
tones,  said  John  Melville,  society 
president.  Numerous  examples  of 
normal  simulations  will  be 
presented  over  a high  fidelity 
sound  system  so  that  the  audience 
can  make  their  own  perceptual 
judgments. 

Melville  said  that  one  author  has 
described  this  instrument  as  the 
most  exciting  instrument  yet 
devised  because  of  the  great 
latitude  it  gives  the  performer. 

Dr.  Clark,  after  receiving  an 
undergraduate  degree  in  physics  at 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1943,  Went  on  to 
get  a Ph.D.  in  theoretical  physics 
from  Harvard  in  1949. 

He  is  considered  an  authority  in 
two  areas  of  specialization, 
nuclear  engineering  and  musical 
acoustics. 

After  several  years  in  industry, 
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he  returned  to  MIT  in  1955  as  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the 
Nuclear  Engineering  Department. 

In  addition  to  his  theoretical 
-work  in  nuclear  engineering,  he 
and  David  Rose  co-authored  the 
book  “Plasmas  and  Controlled 
Fusion,”  a widely  used  graduate 
text.

“You  couldn’t  call  us  a jazz 
band  and  we’re  not  a big  brass 
sound.  We’re  a musical  group  and 
we  play  music,”  said  Larry  Willis, 
key  board  man  for  Blood  Sweat 
and  Tears. 

And  that  is  exactly  what  they 
did  Saturday  night  at  BYU.  They 
played  their  music  which  was  a lot 
of  good  solid  sounding  music. 

They  began  with  a song  they 
had  never  performed  and  by  the 
time  the  song  was  over  the 
audience  was  moving  with  the 
rhythm -ready  for  plenty  of  B S 
& T sound. 

THE  NEW  lead  vocalist,  Jerry 
Fisher  had  charisma  in  his  style 
and  used  it  to  push  the  complete 
sound  of  the  group  to  the 
audience.

Literacy  program  approved 
for  Bolivian  church  members

The  Church  Board  of  Education 
has  approved  a literacy  program  in 
Bolivia  designed  to  correct  a 
critical  non-reading  program 
among  Church  members. 

The  Bolivia  Adult  Literacy 
Program,  initiated  this  year,  is 
structured  to  teach  Spanish 
phonetically.  The  method  used  is 
based  on  ‘structured  tutoring” 
procedures,  a unique  system  in 
which  non-professional  volunteers 
are  taught  tutoring  techniques  and 
established  principles  of  learning. 

Dr.  Grant  V.  Harrison  has-been 
developing  the  structured-tutoring 
reading  model  for  over  six  years. 
His  research  assistants  are 
Clarence  E.  Ott  and  David  M. 
Tuttle. 

SEVENTY  tutors  were  trained 
for  the  summer  pilot  program  and 
met  with  students  a minimum  of 
three  times  per  week  for 
45-minute  sessions.  Results  of  this

“ONE  student  after  only  12 
hours  of  instruction  was  able  to 
begin  reading  the  Book  of 
Mormon,”  commented  one  tutor. 
Another  explained,  “My  student’s 
whole  family  became  active  in  the 
Church.  The  student  herself 
gained  self-confidence  and  wanted 
a ‘job  in  the  branch.’  ” 

Mission  and  local  leaders  in  La 
Paz  also  felt  the  program  could  be 
practically  implemented  on  a large 
scale.  Local  members  of  the 
Church  can  be  taught  to  train 
tutors  and  successfully  monitor 
their  activities  without  outside 
supervision. 

While  the  general  reaction  to 
the  program  by  local  Church 
leaders  and  participants  was 
heartwarming,  problems  did  exist. 
Domestic  worries,  sickness,  poor 
eyesight  and  time  constraints  were 
contributing  problems.  Occasional 
lack'  of  motivation  was  also 
evident. 

The  reading  program  is 
economically  viable  within  a 
Church  framework  and 
improvements  are  underway  for 
future  reading  programs.

Henderson  were  held  yesterday  at  1 1 a.m.  in  the  East  Sharon  LDS 
Stake  House,  1600  N.  900  East.  , 

Henderson  died  of  injuries  suffered  in  a two-car  collision  near  Point 
of  the  Mountain  Thursday  evening.  Two  BYU  coeds  riding  in  the 
vehicle  with  Henderson,  Patricia  Tippets,  20,  and  Susan  Reeve,  20  have 
both  been  released  following  treatment  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

Henderson,  originally  of  Rivermore,  Calif,  and  living  at  E2006 
Helaman  Hall  while  attending  BYU,  was  killed  when  his  compact  car 
collided  with  a four-wheel  drive  vehicle  on  1-15,  one  quarter  mile  north 
of  the  Utah-Salt  Lake  County  line. 

Driver  of  the  four-wheel  vehicle  was  Wayne  M.  Cartwright,  27,  of 
Moab.  He  was  taken  to  Cottonwood  Hospital  and  treated  for  a broken 
ankle.

Another  dealer,  who  works  in 
both  Salt  Lake  City  and  Provo, 
observed  that  “there  are  more 
dealers  and  users  here  than  in 
most  places  the  same  size.” 

He  said  that  he  has  been 


arrested  on  three  occasions  and 
has  been  released  each  time.  In

“possession”  and  was  released 
with  a light  fine.  Now,  two  years 
later,  he  still  sells  “everything 
from  grass  to  cocaine.”

Uigh  schools  and 
junior  highs  are  my  best  business 
for  grass,”  he  added.  “That’s  the 
way  it  is  everywhere.”

A strong  appeal  to  make  Thanksgiving  Day  “largely  a family  home 
day  with  religious  flavor  and  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving”  was  issued  this 
week  to  presiding  Church  leaders  in  the  United  States.  It  needs 
reprinting  in  this  editorial  column. 

The  message  signed  by  President  Harold  B.  Lee  and  his  counselors. 
Presidents  N.  Eldon  Tanner  and  Marion  G.  Romney  reads: 


The  First  Presidency  and  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  have  recently 
given  consideration  to  the  best  use  of  the  Thanksgiving  Day  holiday  for 
Latter-day  Saint  families. 

In  some  areas  there  is  a growing  tendency  for  activities  to  be  arranged 
outside  the  home,  which  takes  families  out  of  the  home  and  sometimes 
divides  families  into  more  than  one  activity. 

It  is  our  feeling  and  recommendation  that . . . (it)  should  be  largely  a 
family  home  day  with  a religious  flavor  and  spirit  of  thanksgiving.  This 
could  be  a day  of  greatly  increasing  family  love  and  solidarity  and 
recognition  of  the  blessings  of  the  Lord,  which  we  so  richly  enjoy. 

May  we  suggest  that  parents  in  the  Church  give  thoughtful  and 
prayerful  consideration  to  the  commemoration  of  Thanksgiving  Day  in 
the  home  with  their  families,  in  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving  and  gratitude. 


Competition 

It  s how  you  ploy  the  game 


The  competitive  desire  to  win  at 
all  costs  abounds  in  the  American 
society  today.  Winning  is  not  the 
most  important  thing,  it’s  the 
only  thing.  After  all,  it  is  better  to 
have  an  immoral  victory  than  a 
moral  victory  in  a losing  effort. 
Defeat  is  worse  than  death 
because  you  have  to  live  with 
defeat. 

When  Cornell  University  found 
it  had  been  given  five  tries  instead 
of  the  allowed  four  to  score  the 
game- winning  touchdown  over 
Dartmouth  in  a football  game, 
Cornell  promptly  relinquished  the 
victory. 

When  the  University  of  Miami 
found  it  had  been  given  five  tries 
instead  of  the  allowed  four  to 
score  the  game-winning 
touchdown  over  Tulance  in  a 
football  game,  Miami  promptly 
kept  the  victory. 

The  difference  between  the 
episodes  is  3 1 years,  1 1 months. 
At  Cornell  back  in  the  fall  of 
1940  President  Edmont  Ezra  Day 
appeared  before  the  dejected 
football  players  after  the 
forfeiture  and  told  them, “We  have 
done  the  right  thing,  the  clean 
thing,  and  this  will  live  with  us.” 

At  Miami  in  the  fall  of  1972 
officials  shuffled  their  feet,  tried 
to  look  genuinely  concerned,  then 


crossed  their  fingers  and 
announced  that  a forfeiture  would 
be  “inappropriate.” 

Cheating  often  occurs  because 
of  the  desire  to  win.  And  as  the 
pressure  for  success  grows,  so  does 
the  cheating. 

Part  of  the  problem  of  cheating 
is  the  feeling  that  it’s  not  a 
violation  as  long  as  you  don’t  get 
caught.  If  a player  is  fouled  but 
nobody  sees  it,  then  it’s  not  a 

Guarded  reforms 

The  peak  of  absurdity  has  to  be 
a protest  by  guards  in  Mineola, 
N.Y.,that  prisoners  in  Nassau 
County  Jail  are  treated  better 
than  guards  are. 

Prison  reforms,  guards  said, 
“dehumanize  us.”  While  changes 
may  be  hard  for  old  timers  to 
accept,  guards  nevertheless  work 
at  freely-chosen  jobs  and  they  are 
free  to  quit  anytime. 

That  difference  alone  makes 
their  statement  ridiculous.  Guards 
deserve  protection  on  the  job,  but 
if  prison  reforms  handicap  them, 
maybe  those  reforms  have  been 
too  long  coming.  When  20 
prisoners  there  slash  their  arms  to 
bring  attention  to  their 
complaints,  they  mUst  have 
something  to  say. 


foul.  Or  if  someone  drives 
recklessly  but  isn’t  caught,  when  he 
didn’t  break  the  law. 

Cheating  doesn’t  always  come 
from  competition.  The  existing 
rule  or  law  may  be  unfair.  What 
can  the  student,  who  is  bowed 
under  by  eight  book  reports  for. 
one  class,  do  if  he  feels  the 
present  system  is  unfair?  He  may 
just  go  ahead  and  read  all  eight 
books.  Or  he  may  talk  to  the 
instructor  who  may  not  change 
the  situation.  Or  he  may  read 
condensed  versions. 

The  desire  to  win  isn’t  limited 
to  just  sports,  speeding  and 
studying.  The  Apollo  space 
program,  for  example,  was  a great 
race  to  beat  the  Russians  to  the 
moon.  Military  defense  build-ups 
by  countries  may  be  considered  as 
competitive  races  to  win. 

Professor  James  Keating  of 
George  Williams  College  in 
Chicago  sums  it  up.  “The  more 
intense  the  competitive  drive,  the 
more  significance  success  carries 
with  it,  the  greater  will  be  the 
compulsion  to  tamper  with  the 
agreed-upon  rules.  Deceit,  lying 
and  hypocrisy  all  too  often  do 
follow  in  the  wake  of  an  intense 
competitive  spirit.” 


Full  speed  ahead 

A scientist  may  have  discovered  a phenomenon  science  says 
simply  can’t  happen.  He  has  found  a galaxy  which  seems  to  be 
moving  faster  than  the  speed  of  light. 


A law  of  physics  says  very  plainly  that  nothing  can  exceed  the 
speed  of  light,  yet  here  is  this  great  pinwheel  of  stars  lumbering 
along  and  giving  every  sign  of  breaking  the  speed  limit. 


Dr.  Kenneth  I.  Kellerman  of  the  National  Radio  Astronomy 
Observatory  manfully  reported  all  this  to  his  fellow  scientists, 
and  they  are  described  as  perturbed.  They  know  such  a thing 
cannot  be. 

However,  ordinary  people  like  us  believe  Dr.  Kellerman  may 
be  onto  something.

And  what  then?  All  the  other  vehicles  on  the  road  will  zoom 
right  past  us,  honking  their  horns  derisively  just  as  they  do  now. 
Wild  Sunday  drivers  have  no  respect  for  the  laws  of  physics.

Chiastisement 


Editor: 

H aving  studied  the  D.  & C.  for 
chiastic  structure  over  the  past  months 
and  having  heard  Shipp’s  and  Kroupa’s 
presentation  on  chiasmus,  I am  forced 
to  ask:  Whose  mind  is  being 
discovered?  Before  going  to  their 
presentation  I opened  a book  at  hand 
and  within  three  minutes  had 
identified  the  following  chiasmus.

This  chiasmus  fits  Lund’s  rules.  Note 
the  pivotal  question  at  the  center  and 
then  shift  in  emphasis  that  occurs.  The 
more  general  ideks  in  the  first  half  are 
made  more  specific  in  the  second  half. 
In  C and  C’  the  more  general 
“doctrines”  and  “covenants”  become 
the  more  specific  “liturgical 
movement”  and  note  that  “Catholic 
and  Protestant”  in  C’  refers  to  a 
specific  scholar.  The  “something 
remarkable  is  going  on”  in  B becomes 
“initial  impulse,  continuing  pressure” 
and  progressive  discovery”  in  B’. 
“Ancient  voices”  in  A becomes  the 
more  specific  recently  discovered 
“ancient  documents”  in  A’.  Note  also 
the  pairing  of  “strange  paths”  and 
“strange  vistas”  in  A and  A’.  A 
remarkable  chiasmus,  right?  Is  this 
inspiration?  While  most  among  us 
would  agree  that  Brother  Nibley  likely 
receives  inspiration  in  his  work,  I as 
one  ardent  Nibley  fan  would  not  like 
to  have  to  conclude  that  the  first  two 
paragraphs  on  page  13  is  the  mind  of 
God  because  it  fits  the  chiastic 
structure. 

Did  Thomas  or  Nibley  create  the 
chiasmus?  As  I have  written  some 
months  ago,  a central  problem  for  the 
student  of  chiasmus  is  to  determine 
how  much  of  the  chiastic  form  exists 
in  the  objective  material  independent 
of  the  researchers  mental  gyrations. 
Shipp  and  Kroupa  see  themselves  as 
discoverers  only,  but  are  they?  My 
guess  is  that  continued  study  of  the 
scriptures  from  the  chiastic  perspective 
will  reveal  more  about  the  mind  of 
man  than  the  mind  of  God.

The  champagne  didn't  flow 
following  BYU’s  16-7  win  over 
Utah  Saturday-  but  the  Sprite 
did. 

“That  one  will  last  for  364 
days,”  backfield  coach  J.  D.  Helm 
shouted  postgame  in  the  jubilant 
Cougar  dressing  room. 

It  was  the  first  bowing  of  the 
Redskins  to  BYU  in  five  years. 
And  with  the  snapping  of  the 
losing  streak  came  celebration. 

'The  best  I’ve  ever  felt  in 
athletics  in  my  life,”  said  winning 
quarterback  Dave  Terry,  inserted 
for  injured  Bill  August  in  the 
opening  minutes  of  play.  Then  the 
southpaw  thought  for  a minute 
and  added,  “It’s  the  greatest  I’ve 
ever  felt.” 

Amid  shouts  of  '‘Hey,  Big 
George,”  and  a premature  shower 
consisting  of  complimentary  root 
beer  from  shaken-up  cans,  George 
Gourley,  last  second’s  hero  with  a 
24  yard  interception  run, 
declared,  “Biggest  win  I’ve  ever 
had!  When  I got  that  pass  I just 
thought  'touchdown.’  Ron  Tree 
threw  a good  block  and  I had  to 
get  that  score.” 

Tree,  himself  bathing  in  soda 
pop,  declared  the  win  “The 
biggest  thing  next  to  winning  the 
championship.  I just  wish  I had 
another  year  left,”  the  senior 
linebacker  added,  “I’d  like  to  be 
back  with  this  team  next  fall.” 
Tree  pressured  Utah  quarterbacks 
effectively  throughout  the 
afternoon  to  pave  the  win. 

It  was  a day  for  the  defense, 
and  another  key  secondary  player 
for  the  Cats,  Craig  Crompton, 


shouted  in  the  jubilant  Ute 
stadium  dressing  room,  “That’s 
just  f ine  . . . it’s  a great 
feeling  ...

Captain  of  the  defense  Dan 
Hansen  declared  of  the  game,  “I 
can’t  say  how  good  this 
feels, ...  We  knew  if  we  weren’t 
going  to  the  Fiesta  Bowl  they 
weren't  going  either.  We  showed  a 
lot  of  pride,  desire  and  team  unity 
out  there  today.” 

The  mentor  of  the  secondary, 
Dick  Felt,  praised  the 
performance  of  his  players.  “I’m 
proud  of  our  defense,  they’ve 
played  no  better  all  year, 
especially  under  more  adversary. 
I’ve  never  been  so  happy  than 
when  we  got  a couple  of  key 
interceptions.” 

Quarterback  coach  Dewey 
Warren  took  time  from  the 


celebrating  to  commend  the 
performance  of  Terry,  “I  can’t  say 
enough  about  Dave’s 
performance,  he  didn’t  practice  all 
week  because  of  wrist  trouble, 
and  he  put  on  a great 
performance.” 

Hundreds  of  Cougar  fans 
awaited  the  triumphant  Cats 
outside  the  sardine-size  Rice 
Stadium  dressing  area- in  sharp 
contrast  to  the  thousands  of  Ute 
faithful  quietly  exiting  the  arena.

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Princess, 
Queen  do 
own  thing 

LONDON  (AP)  - Crowds 
thronged  London  yesterday  to 
cheer  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and 
Prince  Philip  on  their  25th 
wedding  anniversary,  but  the 
newspapers  carried  more 
embarrassing  headlines  about  their 
daughter  Princess  Anne. 

The  story  leaked  out  that  the 
2 2 -year-old  princess  went  fox 
hunting  eight  days  ago  in 
Yorkshire.  The  League  Against 
Cruel  Sports  said  she  was  “setting 
a deplorable  example.” 

The  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals, 
of  which  both  the  Queen  and 
Queen  Mother  Elizabeth  are 
patrons,  said  it  was  “implacably 
opposed  to  fox  hunting;  it  doesn’t 
matter  if  Princess  Anne  or  anyone 
else  takes  part.” 

- “Perhaps  the  Queen  will  be 
displeased,”  said  a spokesman  at 
Buckingham  Palace. 

Anne . is  an  international  class 
horsewoman,  but  the  palace 
spokesman  said  this  was  the  first 
time  she  had  taken  part  in  a hunt. 

John  Snowden,  the  master  of 
the  hunt  with  whom  Anne  rode, 
said,  “There  was  no  kill  - so  no 
one  need  worry  about  that.” 

The  princess  got  some 
undesirable  publicity  last  week 
with  the  disclosure  that  she  had 
been  stopped  twice  in  her  sports 
car  for  doing  nearly  90  miles  an 
hour,  the  speed  limit  being  70. 
Police  said  she  might  be 
prosecuted.

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Re-named  ‘mobile  homes’  yield  new  business

Trailer  houses  aren’t  what  they 
used  to  be. 

In  the  past  a trailer  house  was  a 
home  that  could  be  hauled  from 
place  to  place  by  the  family  car. 
Trailer  houses  and  trailer  parks 
enjoyed  a dubious  reputation. 


NOW  A TRAILER  house  is,  by 
definition,  a vacation  vehicle  no 
wider  than  eight  feet. 

Those  domiciles  once  known  as 
trailer  houses  have  evolved  into 
mobile  homes,  transportable 
structures  on  a chassis  but  meant 
to  be  permanent  dwellings  when 
attached  to  utilities. 

Current  models  of  the  mobile 
home  may  be  as  much  as  70  feet 


long  and  come  in  double-  or 
triple-width  sections.  When 
assembled  these  models  offer  as 
much  space  as  the  conventional 
home. 

Y oung  marrieds  have  always 
constituted  the  largest  group  of 
mobile  home  owners.  Such  is  still 
the  case.  Inexpensive  units, 
averaging  $6,200  fully  furnished, 
have  a great  deal  of  appeal  to 
families  just  starting  out. 

BYU  students  have  shown  an 
increased  interest  in  mobile 
homes.  One  of  the  local  dealers 
noted  that  35%  of  his  overall 
traffic  and  15%  of  his  buyers  are 
students. 

A local  mobile  home  park 
manager  reported  that  98%  of  his 
tenants  were  BYU  students.  He 
added  that  because  of,  the 


shortage  of  married  student 
housing,  his  tenants  were 
generally  able  to  realize  the  entire 
resale  value  from  their  homes 
when  they  left  the  area. 

Another  manager-dealer  pointed 
out  that  students  can  have  all  the 
comforts  of  home  without  buying 
a house  Or  a lot.  Buyers  take  no 
chances  on  real  estate  prices,  he 
pointed  out. 


AND  THE  BEST  part  is  that 
you  can  take  your  home  with  you 
when  you  leave,  thus  cutting  out 
the  necessity  of  house-hunting 
when  you  reach  your 
destination,”  he  concluded. 

John  H.  Martin,  president  of  the 
Mobile  Homes  Manufacturing 
Association,  summed  up  the 
reasons  mobile  homes  are 


enjoying  such  wide-spread 
popularity. 

“The  cost  of  a home  is  the  vital 
factor  to  many  people  both  young 
and  old.  The  mobile  home  market 
has  been  growing  fast  because  it 
provides  the  only  low-pijce 
housing  for  these  people.” 

But  the  mobile  home  lifestyle 
has  not  been  without  its 
problems.  Complaints  range  from 
shoddy  construction  to 
monopolistic  practices  by  park 
operators. 

Utah  recently  took  action  to 
protect  unwary  buyers  from 
unscrupulous  dealers.  In  the  past 
owners  have  complained  of 
shoddy  construction  and  safety 
hazards  in  their  mobile  homes.
